A well-known Kepubliean leader in one of 


the upper wards of the city said to me yester- 
day: ' "I do not'know'of anything so ;odd as 
Grant's horror of politics. I speak, of course, 
from the standpoint of rather (m humble poli- 
tician, as in my work I deal with a small 
branch of the party, and do the work that is 
lajd out f or me by the big- leaders.
